An ambitions scheme, which inter­ 
ested parties say will meet with the 
unqualified approval of the Pacific 
Electric 
railroad 
officials, has been 
begun by members of the Chamber of 
Commerce and public-spirited citizens 
of Baldwin 
Park, and It IH thought 
that there will be nothing placed as 
an obstacle In Its way. It Is to plough 
and cultivate the land Inside of the 
right-of-way of the electric 
railroad 
for the whole distance through the 
town, and to plant the land to Cali­ 
fornia poppies. 


The Pacific Electric 
has a wide 
right-of-way through the town, and at 
present It has grown up to weeds and 
grass. 
The company Is now engaged 
in cutting out the weeds, and in grad­ 
ing up the track for some distance 
between 
Covlna and El Monte, but 
the Baldwin Park people believe that 
the space can be beautified and b5- 
come a garden spot instead of merely 
a place for street cars to operate on. 


D. J Shultls, who always has all 
public movements at heart, has made 
the statement that he will take the 
matter" up with the officials of the 
road. 
The land Inside of the com­ 
pany's fences Is just as fertile as the 
fine agricultural land around Baldwin 
Park, but in building the road the 
company has used a great deal of 
gravel near the tracks, which makes 
the space look very undesirable with­ 
out any growing things on It. It the 
space Is planted to popples, it will 
seed Itself year after year, and for a 
large portion of the summer season 
will be a blazing glory of these won­ 
derful California flowers. 


Permission is often granted by the 
company to Individuals, to plant the 
right-of-way with potatoes and other 
cropB, but the citizens of the commun­ 
ity feel that they do not want a com­ 


mercial crop In the center of the town 
They would rather make a flower bed 
of the right-of-way, transforming an : 
ugly piece of land Into what would > 
really 
be a long 
parking 
place! 
through the town. 
The matter Is to] 
be taken up at once with the rail­ 
road officials, and those who are in : 
close touch with them say that they j 
anticipate no trouble in getting the 
permit. 


The Baldwin Park citizens showed 
a public spirit when they built their 
station near the tracks from 
money 
which they 
subscribed 
themselves. 
This little station is one of the finest 
on the line, built partly of stone and 
of good workmanship. The citizens are 
anxious to have the railroad 
officials 
meet them half way in an attempt to 
remove some of the objectionable fea­ 
tures, and one of the matters which 
will be taken up will be that of the 
removal of the freight station, which 
now stands in the center of town. The 
citizens would like to have this sta­ 
tion moved further down the track, as 
is can only be called a most unlovely 
building, and might just as easily en- 
swer Its purpose if moved to a point 
where it is less conspicuous. 
This 
box-like station now holds a prominent 
position just at the turn of the boule­ 
vard, and has often been pointed out 
as a menace to autoists, as It shuts 
off 
the view. 
Machines 
moving 
a/ound 
this 
corner 
cannot see far 
enough down the boulevard to ascer­ 
tain is other machines are coming. 


The Pacific Electric officials have al­ 
ways shown a disposal to meet the 
citizens on a business plane in all 
transactions, and it is thought 
that 
these small changes can be made, and 
that it will benefit the town to a con­ 
siderable extent.

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Underneath the willows, near the 
long county bridge over the San Gab­ 
riel river at Bassett, one hundred or 
more growers, with as many more of 
their close friends, gathered last Sat­ 
urday for an all-day barbecue, in cel­ 
ebration of a successful season of po­ 
tato raising. As special guests of the 
San Gabriel Valley 
Potato 
Growers' 
Association, the officials 
connected 
with the California "Vegetable Union 
of Los Angeles figured prominently in 
the program for the day, which was 
an informal one, but which created a 
get-together 
spirit, and made 
many 
new friends for the tillers of the soil. 


President Thomas O'Neill 
of the 
Vegetable X'nion, was with the pic­ 
nickers all day, and got into close 
touch with these men who have rais­ 
ed the finest crop of potatoes that has 
come' out of Southern California this 
year, 
lie talked informally during the 
day, making the statement that the 
business of selling potatoes for the 
farmers of the San Gabriel had been 
placed on a much better basis than In 
former yearB. The formation of the 
association of growers, he said, made 
it much more like a business proposi­ 
tion to deal with the growers It had 
eliminated a lot of small buyers from 
the 
field The California 
Vegetable 
Union, he stated, did not buy potatoes 
from the farmer, but negotiated with 
them on the basis of selling agents. 


President O'Neill 
Bald 
that the 
early summer crop of potatoes had 
been 
sold almost wholly outside of 
the state 
The spuds go Into the 
northwest and south, and many car­ 
loads had been shipped Into Washing­ 


ton, 
Oregon and Texas. 
The Califor­ 
nia potato arrives In these 
markets 
before the northern potatoes are ready 
for shipping. 


President O'Neill said that his com­ 
pany had moved 175 carloads of pota­ 
toes for the farmers of the San Gab­ 
riel valley, running about 370 sacks 
to the car, and bringing an average 
for the season of a dollar a sack. The 
vegetable union 
will not handle the 
second crop of potatoes, which is now 
growing, as the second 
crop is the 
"long-keepers," and can be handled 
slowly through the winter by the farm­ 
ers themselves. 
The second crop is 
all sold in I.os Angeles and vicinity.

You've noticed war pictures, with a long line of dust-enshrouded 
ammunition and commissary wagons winding over a tortuous, road 
and disappearing in the distance as far as the artist had room for 
on the paper. 


That's the way the remarkable procession of automobiles looked 
on the morning of the Corona road-race, as they crossed the great 
dcRert that 
separates Corona from 
Pomona. 
'Practically all 
the 
machines that came from Los Angeles county, travelled over this 
dusty desert road, between thousands upon thousands of acres of 
grazing land, wild land, cactus land. 
Here and there, a big patch of 
alfalfa showed where some man possessed the courage and money to 
put down a well. 
The aching eyes rested upon the green patches 
gratefully. 
High over the valley a tawny dust-cloud 
hovered—the 
result of the hours of plunging through dust by this innumerable 
modern 
caravan. 


At 
infrequent intervals a horse and buggy, or a team of horses 
drawing the whole family, would get caught in the maelstrom. 
They 
were bewildered—shunted to one side—out of place. 


In the early hours of morning, before dawn, the great procession 
started from many points, converging on Corona. 
"When they left the 


Los 
Angeles county good roads, it was to plunge into a primitive 
track of ruts and dust, and wrecks were strewn along the roadside 
as if the army were under attack from, an enemy. 


Literally thousands of cars plowed aldhg, ten feet apart, 
the 
drivers watchful, and running on their nerves. 
And they were all 
going to see the speed monsters eat up mileage, with the defi thrown 
in 1he face of waiting Death. 


But, 
accidents to Ihe people were so few as to be comparatively 
nothing. 
Accidents to machines were plenty, but few people were at 
any time in danger. 
Such an enormous crowd could not have been 
moved that distance with horse-drawn vehicles without some mix-ups 
and runaways. 
The man at the wheel is more intelligent than the 
horse on t he bit. 


Perhaps the lesson which comes home strongest is that 
there 
should be a. concerted, stale-wide movement for the improvement o f 
these roads, all over California. Corona is a beautiful little city, sur­ 
rounded by primitive desert. 
I f Corona is to be the mecca of the 
speed-lovers, there must 
be better roads connecting it with other 
points of civilization, especially with L o s Angeles county, from which 
direction seventy per cent of the great crowd came, 


It was a wonderful thing to watch the racers, but a more won­ 
derful sight to see the thousands of families, in cars of all sizes and 
kinds. 
Such a show could never be staged in any other part of the 
world.

A Hard Matter To Get At. 


There seems to be little likelihood that citrus groves will be 
insured by any insurance firm this year. 
There may be isolated 
instances, but the prominent growers and directors of the industry 
in the Covina valley do not find the scheme practicable as it is now 
prescnted. 


It isn't at all impossible, and may be done later, but the insurance 
companies are asking the grower to surround the venture with so 
many precautions that it looks verily like the grower was insuring 
his grove at his own expense wilh precautionary measures, and then 
being asked to pay an additional sum for a policy. 


If 
the growers must be supplied with tire pots, it seems to the 
Covina directors of the industry that 
the writing of insurance is 
superfluous. 
And then again comes thfc perplexing question as to 
the rate to be established. 
Covina valley, for example, lm,s exper­ 
ienced only one freeze in eleven years, until last year, and only one 
freeze of any consequence in twenty years. 
Other localities in Cali­ 
fornia have had freezes frequently, some as often as every two years. 
No "blanket r a t e " for citrus groves will do. 
We can't submit to 
pay a percentage for insurance, based on all the groves in California, 
for 
that puts us in the position of paying largely for the protection 
of localities that often have disastrous frosts. 
The Covina valley, as 
one unit, might be districted, with a low rati', based on the low risk, 
but if the growers must also invest in fire protection, it seems like 
paying out money with both hands for the same thing. 


•The Argus is told that the insurance matter has been practically 
abandoned, for this year, at least. 
Growers who feel that they can't 
risk the season without buying lire-pots will undoubtedly invest. 
But 
the Covina district is not worrying greatly about the seasons to come. 
We 
look upon last year as an exception to the rule, and have not been 
convinced, by any means, that Covina has been removed from the 
frostless belt.
